The Seuth and the Cotton Exposition. 
-W hile sectionalism 1n politics is to be 
deplored, nevertheless that commercial 
sectionalism which takes the shape of 
friendly competition in the industries is 
a thing to be fostered. We _ confess, 
therefore, to a feeling of sectionalism 
with respect to the show the south will 
make in the International cotton expcsi- 
tion to be held in Atlanta next fall. It 
is a pardonable feeling, but the pros- 
pects are that we will have no opportu- 
nity to indulge it with any degree of 
satisfaction. While the business men of 
the north, east and west are clamoring 
for space in the exposition halls, the peo- 
ple of the southern states appear to be 
in doubt as to whether they should in- 
terest themselves in the matter. The 
purpose of the affair has been made 
clear down to the smallest detail, but 
still thereseems to bean unwillingness on 
the part of the south to take advantage 
of the only opportunity the section will 
have for many years to come to place 
their resources under the very eyes of 
those who hold the greater portion of the 
available capital of the country. 

The exposition, we may state here, 
will be a tremendous success, even 
though the south is represented only by 
Georgia, South Carolina, Alabama and 
Tennessee; but in that event this section 
will be completely overwhelmed and 
overshadowed by the displays from the 
north. Now, while such a result would 
be deeply regretted by those who have 
any sectional pride, it would in no wise 


interfere with the success of the 
exhibition, and the fact would 
_gearcely be. noted. We allude to 


these things not for the sake of the ex- 
positions, bat for the sake of the south. 
The enterprise of the north, east and 
- west is clamoring for space, and on this 
account the original plan of the buildings 
will have to be somewhat enlarged; but 
the outlook now is that a very large sec- 
tion of the south will be unrepresented 
‘on account of that curious supineness 
which is less the result of climatic con- 
ditions than of constitutional careless- 
ness. Now this supineness will hurt 
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nobody on earth save those who are 
troubled with the disease. 

In the meantime, the exposition. will 
be the most successful industrial exhi- 
bition ever held in this country. . Ex- 
hibitors from Europe will compete 
with ‘those from the north; and a 
vast crowd of speculators—capitalists 
and investors—will be attracted thither. 
The display will be so vast and varied 
that the absenceof articles from any 
particuler portion of the south will 
scarcely be noticed —while those sections 
that are enterprising enough to be repre- 
gented will attract deserved attention. 
As bas been stated in these columns 
heretofore, South Carolina, Tennessee 
and Alabama are making arrangements to 
take space in the exposition halls, but if 


any other state is making similar 
arrangements the movement lacks 
advertisement. For the sake of 
our own people, we hope 


that every section of the south will take 
advantage of the opportunity which will 
be held out tothemin Atlanta. Prop-

Congressional Directory. 

Joseph E Brown, of Atlanta, Ga, was born in 
,Pickens district, South Caroiina, April 15, 1521; 
when he Wasa boy his father moved t Georgia; 
he was educa at Calhoun academy, South 
Carolina; he taught school in Canton, Georgia: 
he was admitted to the barin August, 1845; he 
afterwards gradnated in Yale college law school, 
and returned to G and commenced the 
practice of law in 1846; in 1549 he was elected to 
the state senate; in 1452 he was a Pierce 
elector; in 1865 he was elected judge of the 
superior courts of the Blue ridge circuit; in 
1855 he was elected governer by the democratic 
party over Hoo. Bevjamin H. Hill; re-elected in 
i189 over Hon. Warren Aiken He was asecession- 
ist in 1860, and was active and energetic as a war 
governor after the state had seced In 1861 he 
was again elected governor over the Hon. Euge~ 
uius A, Nisbes; In 1863 he was again a candidate 
for governor, and opposed by the Hon Joshua 
Hili, an original union man, and Hon. Timothy 
F urlow, an original secessionist; Governor Brown 
was elected over bot) by a handsome majority. 
During the war, Guvernor Brown op the 
policy of President Davis on the conscript 
act, but threw no obstacle in the way of 
execution of toe law by the coniederate govern- 
ment; he simply discussed with the president the 
coustitutionality of the measure. after the sur- 
render he advocated acquiescence in the recon- 
struction measures, and became very unpopular 
on abcount of his recommendation that the 
people acquiesce and carry them out in — 
faith. As the democratic party opposed there 
measures, as a reconstructionist he voted for Gen- 
eral Grant, who favored them. During the legis- 
jlatur~ of 1868 be was nominated by the republi- 
cans for United States senator, and defeated by 
Hon. Joshua Hiil, whico was the only defeat of 
his life: in every iastance when he had been a 
candidate before the people he has been 
euccessful. After his defeat for senator 
he wasappointed by Governor Bullock, chief 
justice oi the supreme court of Georgia, which 
position he heid till December, 187u, when he 
resigned and accepted the presidency of the Wes- 
tern and Atlantic railroad stn eg He has de- 
yoted his life to business pursuits, being a candi- 
date for no offi_e, but acting with the democratic 
marty since 1872 upon the reconstruction platform 

hen General Gordon resigned his position in 
the senate, Governor Brown was appointed te fill 
the vacancy; he was afterwards elected over Gen- 
eral A. R. Lawton, his opponent, by overa two 
thirds majority of the legislature. Senator 
Brown's term expires the 3d of March, 1585.

There is now an important controversy 
ging on in the courts, on the part of the 
United States custom house, on the one 
hand, and the Lyon manufacturing compa- 
ny, of New York, proprietors of Hagan’s 
Magnolia Balm for the complexion,on the 
other.

THE LAST DAYS 


OF THE DEFEATED CONFEDERACY, 


The Exodus of the Leaders—Thae Last Official 
Order of the Confederate Administration— 
Georgia and the Straggie—A Confeder- 
ate General Replics to Badean. 


Correspondence New York Herald 

Georgia had a peculiar connection with the 
birth, the struggle for and the downfall of the 
confederacy. She was the dominant state in both 
the inceptiyn and collapse of the great civil war 
The unquestionable genius of the revolution, who 
more than all other men, was instrumental in 
bringing on the conflict, was Robert Toombs, 
United States senator from Georgia before 
the war and now the solitary, unre- 
constructed southern citizen who stands 
aione in his political ostracism, glorying in it and 
proud of his isolation. Possessing wonderful 
powers of argument and oratory, a natural born 
revolationist with an ungovernable impulse 
rebellion andan extraordinary capacity lo un- 
hinge and uproot, amanof kingly presence and 
qualities, a splendid, irresistible, imperial leader 
of men, Toombs drove secession to «# focal burst 
of hostility with the consummate diplomacy of a 
statesman and the forceful power of a gian. 

Mr. Toombe became the first secretary ©: state 
of the confederate administration, the prime 
minister of its governments, both provisions! and 
permanent, in their formative periods, whvn the 
war itself was possible of diversion, and bure the 
important part that belonged tothe premi-rship 
in giving to the revolution its unchangea>»le set 
toarms. Burning with impatience and fiery zea! 
he left the realm of diplomacy and statesmanship, 
his proper sphere of unquestioned supremacy, 
and going to the field he was swallowed up and bis 
genius buried out of sightin the din and smoke 
of the great conflict he had aided toevoke. Irre- 
pressibly insubordinate, he fuught gallantly and 
gave his soul to the service and cause, but yet 
quarreled with bis superiors aud asserted his im 
perial will regardless cf military authority until 
he was arrested and finally resigned in disgust 
and in a most eloquent farewell to his brigade. 

Howell Cobb, of Georgia, President Buchanan's 
secretary of the treasury during the four years 
preceding the war, and a man of great brain 
power, was an important factor in thegreat events 
leading up to secession. He was the president of 
the southern convention that organized the pro- 
visional confederate goyernment. He entered 
the army upon the organization of the perma- 
nent confederate government a0d was a major 
general in command of Georgia when the surren- 


der came 

Georgia was the first state that committed an 
act of war and practically inaugurated the strug- 
wie, by the seizure of Fort Pulaski several weeks 
before the act of secession was passed This was 
done by Governor Joseph E. Brown, the most re 
markable Georgian of the war period. This gen- 
tieman, who had been raised in the mountains 
of Georgia and come into the gubernatorial chair 
from vegan by a sort of political scratch, had 
yroven himself to be the most capable and popu- 
as leader the state had seen in acentury of bright 
men. During the war he sigualized aimself aud 
made Georgia famous by fighting every arbitrary 
and unconstitutional measure of the confederate 
administration, while giving to the confederacy 
practical support in men and means beyond _auy 
other state. As Georgia furnished a foil to Mr. 
Davis in his conscription and habeas corpus sus- 


pension measures, so the state gave him in the 

person of Mr. Ben H. Fill the propand champior

that these two gentlemen, Governor Brown and 


Mr. Hill, are now the U nited States senators from 
Georgia, and in most harmonious accord. 
But this was not all. Georgia seemed fated to 
be the regnant factor in this gigantic revolution, 
and her curious destiny was fulfilled im a final 
dramatic evernt. She had prompted and led the 
intellectual agitation that culminated in thé 
war; she had furnished the moulders of the or- 
ganization of the confederacy; she had_in tne 
person of her citizen, the vice president, formu- 
lated the policy that practically isolated her 
from the world; she had furnished the largest 
quota of men to the cause—over one hundred 
regiments and twenty thousand more men than 
her yoting population; she had endured heavier 
losses, sacrificing four-fifths of her wealth, over 
$400 ,000,0L0, taking the standard of value at the 
close of the war; she had made herself rotable 
by insisting in the sternest exigencies of the 
strife for the very sanctity of constitutional gov 
ernmeut, to preserve which she had taken the 
momentous step of 8 cession; she had been the 
irena of the decisive operations thatended the 
struggie; she had been mangled by a bloody 
swarth cut through her entire territory from 
mountain border to ocean casing, 400 miles long 
and 100 miles wide, leaving her fairest parta 
quivering ruin. A nobie son of hers, General 
John B Gordon, was the right arm of Lee in the 
lesperate campaign ending with the dramatic 
Appomattox. Another son, General William J. 
Hardee, commanded the last important battle of 
sentonville that prefaced Johnstou’s surrender, 
1nd,in the same bistoric fatality of a foremost 
iustrumentality In this mighty movement, the 
confederate administration dissolved to pieces in 
Georgia, its last official act was done on the soil 
of this state, and within its borders Mr. 
Davis, the president of the confederacy. was cap 
tured, 

it is the purpose of this article to nerrate the 
incidents connected with the close of the Davis 
regime. “As soon as Richmond fell Mr. Davis and 
nis cabinet went to Danville Remaining there 
i few days he proceeded to North Carolina.

premier of the confederate government, should, 
»y a fantastic fatality, be the spot where the he- 
ruic but ill-fated venture wentto pieces and its 
last note of official authority was given. 
President Davis and mosi of his staff stayed at 
the Heath house iu Washington. The building 
was occupied also esa bank. Mr. Davis was very 
n.uch worn and saw but little company while in 
Washington. He remained there about 36 hours, 
eaching the town atnoon of the 4th at leaving it 
the 5th of May. St. Jobnus and Keagan speutthe 
Light with General Toombs, as did Major ashacl 
| Moses, of the commissary department, from 
whom we have obtained the most interesting par 
iculars of this matterand to whom we are in-« 
ebted fora copy of the official order referred to. 
Major Moses was commissary for Lhe state of Geor- 
gia--having been appointed to fill the place of 
Major Locke, who had died. He had been sent 
to southwestern Georgia by General Lee to 
uy what effect direct appeals from one fresh from 
the field would have in inducing the people at 
home to send forward more liberal supplies of 
od to the suffering troops in Virginia, who 
almost without rations had been opposing the 
well-fed troops of Grant at the Wilderness and 
o her points. On Major Lovke’s death Major 
Moses was put in his place, and his duties as state 
Cc mmissary located him at Augustain April, 
isi5, and his preseuce was required along the line 
of the Georgia railroad, and at the time written 
of his duties called him to Washi: gton,where he 
received from General Toombs an invitation to 
stay with him. Such hospitality was acceptable 
beyond expression at a time when the pay ofa 
cocfederate major was $162 59 per miouth ina 
eurrency that commanded at the same time a 
i y's board for the moderate amount of $50. 

While Major Moses wasin Washington the pres « 
dent and his party arrived. Among the other at- 
tractions that which filled the pubiiceyse of the 
rustic Washingtooians almost as much as the 
listinguished visitors wes the far-famed specie 
train, containing really about $100,000, which 
amount Dame Rumor exaggerated to untold mil- 
ors, and which was an objectof kcen stimulus 
f the popular cupidity. The bulk cf this money 
was in uncoined bullion—mostly bars of the pre. 
clous metal, unmoulded into dollars, 

Just before the president (Mr. Davis) left Gen- 
eral Joseph E. Johnston sent Major Moses an or- 
icr to furnish 250,000 rations to troops returping 
to theirhomes. ‘ibe Confederate states had at 
he time of Johnston’s capitulation With Sherman 
avery large supp'y, comparatively speaking of 
rations at different points on the Georgia railroad 
which counects aUlantaand Augusta, some one 
huadred and seventy miles apart, but as soon as 

was know that the last hope of the confederacy 
had passed away the halfstarved people along 
ihe line of railroad soon transferred the confed- 

rate COMmMissary Stores to more convenient pla- 
ces, and there Was nota week’s rations for oue 
hundred men from oneend of the road to the 
other, 

We not only had no rations to feed the return- 
ing troops, but if we had had enough to fill every 
storehouse On the }oute there was no way of pro- 
veciing them. It was in this contiogency wnat 
Mejor Moses wrote and induced the commirsary 
several, St. Johbos, to sign the laat officia: order 
ever dtawn by the secretary of war of the confed- 
rate governme.t. lt was srigued by General J. 
M. St. Johns, by direction of the confederate sec- 
retary of war, in Washington, Ga., while iu tran- 
situ and bound for parts unknown. It ordered 
Major Moses to arrange with some fe deral general 
at Au,usta or Macon to supply the returning 
troops and provide the hospitais with rations and 
vecessary medicines, an for that purpose 
apply to the confederate government for the 
necessary funcs. The order being signed, Major 
Moses Gid apply, but it was like callug spirits 
from the vasty deep. They did not come. In 
this emergency Mejor Moses applied to General 
Toom bs, and he obtained an oulies from General 
Breckinridge, the confederate secretary of 
war, upon the officer in charge of the specie 
tralia to pay Major Moses #0000 in bul- 
lion, of which $10,000 was to be turned over to 
the quartermaster department, in charge of Felix 
R Alexander, assistant quartermaster under 
Alexauder R Lawton, the confederate quarter- 
master general. Armed with this order Major 
Mcses overtook the train of wagonsa mile or so 
from Washington, the night of its departure, and 
received and receipted for what was esumated or 
guessed to be $40,000 of gold bullion. 

The bullion was carried back to Washing‘on, 
and being guardedjover night, $10 000 was paid 
over tothe quartermaster genera!, Lawton, and 
with the other $30,000 Major Moses started tor 
Augusta, guarded by four members<{ the Wash- 
ington Artillery. ajor, Moses hada stirring time 
with his perilous treasure. It was, of course, 
known immediately thar be had it in his posses- 
sion. The war had unhinged men’s 
ideas) «and principles Bat still more 
demoralizing of a public conscience was the 


were armed to enforce their demand. A num- 
ber of soldiers and officers stood by Major Moses, 

ving him friendiy aid, among whom were 
Provate Shepherd, formerly of Columbus, Ga., 
then of Texas, and General Sanford, who is now 
practicing law in Montgomery, Ala. Major Moses 
remoustrated quietly and argumentatively with 
the menacing men surrounding him, and appeal. 
ed to their honor and patriotism, and siated his 
orders. At iength it seemed nothiug could avert 
the attempted ravishment of this specie 

A one-armed officer seemed to be the ringleader. 
Fiually, as if by an iaspirauon, Major Moses step- 
ped up to this officer and addressed him in these 
worl 

“Sir, your rank indicates that you are a gentie 
mat, and your sleeveless coat testifies that you 
have been a gallant soldier. [appeal to you in 
the spirit of that honor that belopvgs to ell brave 
men to assist me in the discharge of this trust.”’ 

The officer promptiy responded taat be would 
willingly aid in the matter, and he went around 
am‘ng the threatening soidiers quieuicg them. 
Major Moses was enebied to safely contidue his 
trip, and delivered the bullion to Geueral Moli- 
neauX, stationed at Augusta, and did so upon his 
promise to feed the returning soldiers and see 
that the sick in the bospitais wére cared for. The 
bullion was weighed and turaed out in excess 
fully $5,000, It was delivered by order of General 
Molineaux to one Adams, of Massachusetu, then 
actiog a: provost marshal of Augusta. Major 
Mc ses hes since attempted to learn whether tnis 
money ever reached. the federal] treasury, and 
went in eompany with Major J. D. Waddeli to 
Washing ou city and delivered it to the Hon. 
Jerry Black, with a request that he would trace 
the fund, but he has never heard the result of 
the investigation. 

Just afterthe departure of General Breckin- 
ridge from Washington with a boty of cavalry, 
a cavairyman rode back in agaliop and threw a 
bag of gold coin over the fence around General 
Toombe’s residence and then rapidly rode away. 
No explanation was given of this liberal act, no 
instructions accompauied tne money and there 
was no clew ever obained as to the motive or pur- 
pose of the soldier. The bag contained $5,000 in 
gold currency. General Tuombs at th@ time was 
in great stress for money and was borrowiug gold 
for his contemplatea flight out of the country, but 
he swore with a round oath ne would not touch 
a dollar of this money so strangely and unexpect- 
edly showersd upon him. The bag was turned 
over to Captain A brahams, 4 federal 
commissary, for the purchase of flour 
and «ther provisions for the returning confed 
erate soldiers, and Major Moses states that his son 
aided iu ‘this disposition of the fund, General 
Toombs was a princely finaucierand has always 
bad a lordly scorn oi uuclean or illegitimate 
money. His escapeand adventures abroad were 
right romantic. After Mr. Davis apd his party 
had ali scattered out froma Washington and Gen- 
eral Toombs was aboui to get away a federal soil- 
dier raugat the door. Geveral Toombs himself 
went to the door, and the swidier told bim that 
he was after General ioombs, and asked if he 
wasathome. The geveral replied “Yes,’’ and 
asked the soldier tO wali while ne infuormec the 
general. Goiug ia and telling Mrs. Toomb: to 
deiay the soldier as loug as possible, General 
Toombs weut out the back door,m unted a horse 
that he had ready back of his premises io antici 
pation of just such a contingency as this, and 
took tv the woods, making for the Coast. Mra 
Toombs held the soldier on one pretext and aa- 
other for nearly half an hour, carryiug him from 
room to room, all locked aud the keys lost. These 
momerts Guabled Gexeral Toombs w get away. 

In England he ws wiihout a doilarin money; 
but a banking ftirm, for which he had done legal 
business before the war, learned of his being ia 
that country and tenuered Lim $100,000 for his 
use, wh cH he declined, except several thousand 
dollars that he used for a.r.eud. He was travel- 
ing on the train and met accidentally a nobleman 
whose acguaiatance he had made in Washington, 
aod this gentleman immediately consulted him 
professioval.y on -& matter counecied with some 
American securities, and for tails legal opinion 
General Toombs receivei a fee of $5,000, which 
relieved his uecessities. No man in the union has 
been a more successful maker of money than 
General Toombs. 

We now come to the last official writing ever 
issued by the confederate administration. For 
four years it had conducted this unparalleled 
war, directing the movements of a million of 


soldiers, disbursing $1,000,000,000 It had issucd 
orders affecting the destinies of states. »rmues 
a great vation. It bad ~’*,. essed the dissolu- 
ou OF 181°" ossive hopes, and here was the end

colossal duties. The paper is both intensely 
interesting and touchingly pathetic. It is as 
historic a curiosity as the world affords, this last 
flicker of a mammoii revolution, this final order 
of a stupenduous revellion—this concluding au- 
thoritative act of the war of the semi-world. Such 
thoughts cluster around it as would make a grand 
epic. Itisashort document, written upon the 
coufederate made paper that was manufactured 
in those days, a yellow, coarse, porous writing 
material, itselfa significant symbol of ccnfeder- 
ate times. Thepaperisof the commercial note 
size, thin, flazy, hardly bearing “ink, rathera 
tough textured, blotting sheet than a usable writ- 
ing medium Asan ordinary documeat of every 
day life it would be valueless. It merely direc.ed 
the payment of $10,000 0f gold bullion, and on 
the order is written tne receipt for the 
bullion; the paper thus testifying to the honesty 
aud promptness of the disbursing officer of @ great 
shattered government—an administration gone 
down hopelessly in a grand ruin. Butas the last 
order of that confederacy, that for four years had 
maintained the mighwest war of all history, that 
was alike the centerof such an immeasurable 
range of hopesand memories and the striking 
object of such aun immeuse and turbulent con 
flict of blood, it has au interest and a poetry that 
‘.annot be expressed and that will grow with 
time.

It wags a fit- 
ting conclusion of the yousog government that, 
after four’ years of unequalied resistance to @ 
power that had been backed by the civilized 
world, marked its last ect of authority by a 
thoughtfal loys!ty to the comfort of i's yeuniless 
aud starved defenders 

Ou this 5ta day of May, 1865, the confederate ad 
ministration thus gathered at Washington, Ga., 
and stauding at last shoro of every vestige of 
authority, means, support and power, helplessly 
fugitive, its long fought cause done forever, dis- 
solved and seattered, never mure to meet. Gene 
ral Breexinridge, the confederate secretary of 
war, wentin one direction; General st. Johns, 
thecommissary genera’, in another; General 
Lawton, the quartermaster generai, in still 
avother; while Mr. Davis and Mr. Reagan, the 
postmaster general, fled leisurely at the rate of 
about thirty miles a cay into the interior of Geor- 
gia. It was a strange want of vigilanceand 
rapidity in Mr. Davis esan escaping fugitive, 
and it almost seemedasif he either did not ap- 
prehend or did not care for captuie.
